NE of the greatest difficulties 
both Finland and Bulgaria face 
in such a move lies In the fact that 
they are occupied by Nazi troops. 
The crash of German hob-nailed 
military boots upon the pavements 
of Finnish and Bulgarian cities 
ha* a most ominous sound. You 
can’t blame Helsink i and Sofia for 
trying to 
safeguard

against Hitlerian retaliation. 
There certainly is a strong pos­ 
sibility that both countries would 
become temporary battlegrounds, 
until the Germans were cleared out 
by force, or were threatened with 
being cut off and annihilated. It 
would be too much to expect Hit­ 
ler to abandon these positions vol­ 
untarily. 
Getting Finland out of the war 
and clearing that country of Ger­ 
mans would have an immediate and 
far-reaching effect. For one thing 
it would help to mak e the Baltic 
states untenable for the Nazis and 
expedite the Red advance in this 
terrttory.

Burk hart. 8 10 Oak St., and Pfc. 
Robert E. Horton, 19. son of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. Roland Horton, 1206 
Riverview st. They are in a demo­ 
lition unit attached to combat en­ 
gineers. 
The sergeant related that "the 
attack ended in slaughter for the 
Jap s.” according to the story re­ 
lay ed 
by 
the

“It started a coup le of hours aft­ 
er m idnight and ended when it got 
light. They brok e through the cen­ 
te r of the lines and the m arines 
fought them hand to hand.”

T W O marine buddies from East Liverpool spent 16 days together 
in the front lines in the swamp and jungle of New Britain and 
survived a fierce night attack by screaming and shouting Japs, ac­ 
cording to a delayed dispatch dated Jan. 12 from Cape Gloucester. 
They are Sgt. Edwin T. Burkhart, 29, son of Mrs. Katherine 
Burkhart. 810 Oak st., and Pfc. 4* 
“ 
Robert E. Horton, 19. son of Mr 
and Mrs. C. Roland Horton, 1206 
Riverview st. They are in a demo­ 
lition unit attached to combat en­ 
gineers. 
The sergeant related that “the 
attack ended in slaughter for the 
Japs,” according to the story re­ 
layed by 
the Cleveland marine 
corps headquarters. 
"It started a. couple of hours aft­ 
er midnight and ended when it got 
light. They broke through the cen­ 
ter of the lines and the marines 
fought them hand to hand.” 
Pvt. Horton interjected that "one 
of the marines stayed in his fox­ 
hole and would drag the crawling 
Japs to him by grabbing an arm 
They said he killed five of them 
with his bayonet.” 
Snipers were in the area and 
fired at the marines, but the two 
escaped injury. One of the snipers 
threw a hand grenade in the midst 
of a mortar gun crew and wounded 
four marines. 
Both took part in the blasting 
of a huge hole used as a grave for 
78 Japs. 
The malines have been friends 
for six years and their homes are 
near each other. 
The sergeant was graduated from 
Eaot Liverpool High school in 1932, 
where he was president of the 
English literature class. 
He was 
a carpenter before he enlisted, in 
December. 1941, and is a veteran 
of Guadalcanal. 
Sgt. Burkhart was employed by 
the Potters Lumber Co. and has 
been overseas since May, 1942. Pvt. 
Horton was employed as a grinder 
in the Midland mills of the Pitts­ 
burgh Crucible Steel Co. before 
entering the service a year ago.

The American Red Cross was

She told of the diversified phases 
of work accomplished by the Red 
Cross and spoke specifically of 
compiling social histories. 
Furnish Case Histories 
“Few people know or understand 
this phase of our work,” she said. 
“But we supply at least IO case 
histories a week to hospitals, both 
at home and abroad. 
"When a boy is suffering from 
shock, or his physician needs to 
know his patient’s background for 
other reasons, we are contacted. 
The family is visited and the boy’s 
life from the time of birth to in­ 
duction is recounted and many 
seemingly unimportant details are 
recorded and sent to the physi­ 
cian. Oftimes this service results. 
in miraculous returns to normalcy 
for these wounded men as the doc­ 
tor knows how to proceed with 
treatment.”

Cross headquarters at Berne, Swit­ 
zerland, the war prisoners in Ger­ 
many and Italy are being treated 
according to requirements in the 
Versailles treaty. 
Will Survive Experience 
“They will come home looking 
none the worse for their experi­ 
ence,” she assured her listeners, 
“if judging from the reports from 
the International Red Cross.” 
The Red Cross, she pointed out. 
stands ready to be of assistance 
to men in camps and on the front 
lines and to their families.

Q.—Which is more dangerous to 
human-life—high voltage or high 
current? 
A.—The effect of electricity on 
the human body is caused by the 
current flowing through the body; 
and therefore a high current is the 
thing which is really dangerous. 
But do not forget that ordinary dry 
skin has a fairly high resistance 
to the passage of electric cur­ 
rent; and if the skin is dry, it 
takes a high voltage to force a 
high current through the body. 
This is W'hy high voltage is dan­ 
gerous.

made to flow through the body. 
When the skin is damp, however, 
It loses much of its resistance.

Recently Chungking food prices

Of course, inflation is not a* seri­ 
ous a m atter as it wVuld be if 
China had a highly Industrialized 
agricultural system. 
But Chinese 
prices are now well more than 200 
times above their pre-war level*, 
and the effects—limited for a time 
to urban centers—are being felt 
increasingly among the peasants, 
who constitute the backbone of the 
nation and its war effort.

N the political front the news 
that Finance M inister H. H. 
Kung has replaced Foreign Min­ 
ister T. V. Soong as chairman of 
the board of directors of the Bank 
of China appear* of unusual sig­ 
nificance although detailed infor­ 
mation about the change is lack­ 
ing. 
Dr. Soong, an outstanding bank­ 
er, long has been regarded abroad 
as one of China’s m ost modern, 
efficient and incorruptible leaders.

One 
holds that second place on the 
Democratic ticket is unim portant 
and that no m atter what Wallace 
says or does, us long as he con­ 
tinues loyal to the President and 
adm inistration policies, the P resi­ 
dent won't dump him. 


Some members of this school 
feel Wallace would be Just as Im­ 
portant a running mate as any one 
else 
and 
th at 
while 
President 
Roosevelt 
makes his 
appeal 
to 
conservatism and a simple win- 
the-war-and-the-peace 
p r o g r a m , 
Wallace would hold in line the 
party’s 
"liberals" 
and 
left-wing 
New Dealers. 
The second school 
feels Wal- 
lace already has been tossed over­ 
board and that his recent speeches 
are merely efforts to keep afloat. 
W allace's statem ent at his press 
conference the other day, that his 
renomination "is in the lap of the 
gods", certainly is an indication 
that he hasn't given up hope of 
again 
being on 
the 
Democratic 
ticket. It has been taken also as a 
clue that he hasn’t been given any 
hint as to whether he will be. 
Probably no decision has been 
made about a vice presidential can­ 
didate and won’t be until after the 
Republican convention.

manship of the Republican conven­ 


tion shouldn’t be underestim ated.

The FEPC does not seek out 
cases of discrimination. 
It waits

strengthened it. 
Then it set up 12 
regional offices. 
It has a staff of 
30 examiners. 
FEPC now receives about 350 
complaints 
monthly, disposes of 
about 250. develops a monthly back­ 
log of about IOO. has pending about 
2.000 and in the six months ending 
last Jan. I had completed 1,000. 


I 'p H E powers and even legality of 
J the FEPC are under attack. 
I Actually. It lacks sanctions to com­ 
ped compliance with Its orders al­ 
though in all war contracts the gov­ 
ernm ent strictly forbids job dis­ 
crimination for any of the reasons 
given above. 
The FEPC can urge an offending 
employer to comply. 
Or the FEPC can ask the gov­ 
ernm ent war agency which has a 
contract with the employer, to use 
its influence in getting him to 
atop discrimination. 
Such an agency oould tell the 
employer the governm ent will take 
over his plant if he does not com- 
ply. 
No plant has been so taken 
over.

Here We Are Again With Our Plan 


To Raise Enough Cash Quickly To 


Help Erase The War Debt 


By DAMON RUNYON" 


p O R the last three years I have been offering 
*■ 
the United States treasury the opportunity of 
taking in at least twice a* much money annually 
aa it expect* lo get under the new tax bill th at 
was the cause of the big beef between President 
Roosevelt and Sen. Barkley. 
You will remember that the President said 
It was not enough and the senator said tho 
President was crying with a bam under his arm. 
ne we used to say of weeping bookies known 
to be doing all right. 
I cannot sympathize with the President, because 
I hear he is the one who has been the chief 
opponent of my national lottery. I ain now of 
the opinion that it should be operated for the 
benefit of the war veterans, but some students 
of the lottery think a national draw ing would 
produce enough for the purpose, and still leave 
a bundle of boodle for Mr. M orgenthan's general 
jackpot. They put the probable revenue as high 
as 110,000,000,000 a year. 


T HAVE no idea how much money that is and 
1 I do not think anyone else has either. The 
estim ate sounds too tall for me but put the lot­ 
tery revenue at a half or even a third of that 
estim ate and it still would be enormous. The 
operation of a lottery over a period of years 
probably would pay the entire war debt. 
It would be the sw iftest and m ost painless 
method of raising money that could be devised, 
and it would not generate the heat that seems 
to be raising around horse racing through its 
attraction to the tracks of the gas-wasting op- 
pulent and the idle and the ostentatious gam­ 
bling there, while the privilege of betting on 
the same races anywhere else except in sneak 
joints is denied those unable to afford attend­ 
ance in person at the courses. 
New York. Florida. Maryland. Arkansas. New 
Jersey. Illinois. Michigan, California and quite 
a number of the states are participants in the 
gambling enterprises of the turf through legal­ 
izing the operations, and all these states are 
outstanding examples of hypocrisy toward gam­ 
bling because while eagerly seizing their share 
of the racing swag. they ban nearly ail other 
forms of public gambling. 
Of course, in all of them, various forms of 
other gambling exist through connivance with 
public officials, but I nm not here to blow a 
police whistle. I am here to argue for my na­ 
tional lottery which would make 80 percent of 
the adult population custom ers of the treasury 
without one of them feeling a twinge of agony 
in the process. 
• 


T HAVE had thousands of plans submitted to 
4 me—some good, some im practicable—and I 
still hold out for a simple drawing with the 
money awards to he made in cash, because‘I 
think the cash Immediately would go back into 
circulation again. I do not fancy the complex 
plans. 
A 
national lottery must be something 
everyone understands at once. 
The chief argument presented to me against 
the lottery Is that It is not moral In that It 
would teach and encourage gambling among our 
people. Since I admit that the lottery la gam­ 
bling, I also must admit that it would encourage 
gambling, but if those who use the argument 
will abolish first the numbers game, dice. cards, 
wheels, etc., the parimutuels, “bank nights" in 
the theaters and bingo in the churches. I will put 
in with them on lottery. 
If I can be shown that the big gaming house* 
of the midwest, the floating crap games of New 
York city, the “club" drawings of San Francisco, 
the boleta of Florida and all the other device* 
for taking the public’s money have been done 
away with, I will cease harping on grabbing some 
of that same money for Mr. Morgenthau via my 
national drawing. On that basis I probably will 
use up many a harp before I get through.

As a 
result, East Liverpool has made a 
worth-while contribution of skilled 
and unskilled workers to Pearl 
Harbor, Patterson field, Dayton, 
and the arsenal at Ravenna, not 
to leave unmentioned the utiliza­ 
tion of such workers as are not 
needed here in the war effort by 
private industry over a wide area. 
/ ‘To so apportion .workers for 
outside consideration as would not 
work unnecessary hardship upon 
local industry indirectly identified 
with the war effort is no mean 
Job,” Spence Krigbaum, manager, 
declared. 
"Without a very fine 
spirit of patriotic cooperation on 
the part of vital East Liverpool in­ 
terests, this could not be accom­ 
plished.” 
When one weighs the fact that 
the percentage of women workers 
to the potteries has mounted from 
around 22 percent in peace time 
to nearly 50 percent at present, 
one may well judge the contribu­ 
tion of male pottery workers to 
the armed forces and heavy in- 
dustry. 
It has been estimated conserva­ 
tively that somewhere between 
250 and 300 men and women from 
the Salineville neighborhood alone 
are employed in the war effort at 
Alliance and Canton, while the 
Midland mills employ upwards of 
a thousand persons who maintain 
homes in East Liverpool. 
All In all, while strictly a pot­ 
tery city, most of whose manu­ 
factured products have no part in 
the mechanics of the war, the 
Bast Liverpool employment serv­ 
ice, through Its affiliation with 
war industry and people on three 
state sides, becomes the hub of a 
forceful labor pool, leading man­ 
power to its greatest utilisation, 
and serving as a stabiliser of rec­ 
ognised weight in the united war 
effort, 
the managers said.

LISBON, March 2—Meeting of 
the Columbiana county war board 
Monday had its aftermath today as 
Floyd Lower, county agricultural 
agent, revealed his condemnation of 
critics of young men who are de­ 
ferred for farming, and the war 
board itself declared that such de 
ferred registrants are “expected 
to produce to the limit of their 
ability.” 
Mr. Lower told the board mem 
bere there is a fear that farm pro­ 
duction will be reduced in 1944 be­ 
cause of the attitude of some peo­ 
ple toward the young men who'are 
deferred for farming, and he con­ 
demned severely what he called 
the “unpatriotic stand of many per­ 
sons in heaping personal criticism 
and abuse, upon registrants who are 
needed badly upon their farms.” 
Termed Malicious 
The county war board has inves­ 
tigated a considerable number of 
cases where criticism has 
been 
made and in most cases the criti­ 
cism has been found to be unjust, 
unfair, and frequently malicious, he 
declared. 
In the majority of cases, 
Mr. Lower said, complaints have 
come from those who have failed 
in an effort to obtain deferments 
for their own sons. In other cases, 
criticisms have been made by per­ 
sons who themselves “are doing 
very little toward production for 
the war effort.” Anoymous letters 
are frequently received by local 
selective service boards to which 
no attention is given, but signed 
letters concerning farm deferments 
are referred to the county war 
board for investigation. 
Members of th3 county war board 
asserted that selective service was 
designed to put each man where 
he will be of the greatest service to 
the government regardless of the 
convenience 
of 
the 
registrant. 
Therefore, under selective service 
regulations, if a registrant is clas­ 
sified for a noccupational defer­ 
ment such as farming it means that 
in the judgment of the local selec­ 
tive service board that registrant 
will be of greater service to the 
government in the war effort on 
his Job than he will be as another 
member of the 
armed 
forces. 
“Therefore, he should be regarded 
as doing his part as well as if he 
were serving in the armed forces 
even though he may not suffer 
some of the hardships,” Mr. Lower 
said. 
Must Be Investigated 
Selective service regulations pro­ 
vide that all farm deferments must 
be investigated and reported upon 
by the- war board, which meets 
twice weekly to consider defer­ 
ments referred by the draft boards. 
Conferences with registrants are 
held by appointment on the first 
and third Monday,each month. 
“Some mistakes in granting de­ 
ferments undoubtedly have been 
made. It is inconceivable that mis­ 
takes could be avoided. The public 
spirited citizens who believe that 
deferments 
have 
been 
granted 
where they should not have been 
and who base their belief on patrio­ 
tism rather than enmity are asked 
to advise the local selective service 
hoard or the county war board in­ 
stead of expressing criticism in the 
community. Upon receiving such 
reports investigations will be made 
by the county war board and the 
facts reported to the local draft 
board.” Mr. Ixiwer promised. 
Must Keep Up Output 
“Anything less than maximum 
production on the part of such de-, 
ferred men will be cause for recon-j 
sideratlon of their cases and pos­ 
sible cancellation of the war board’s 
recommendation,” 
the 
b o a r d 
spokesman asserted. 
The war board is concerned with 
the over-all county production of 
food, and its duties include all 
phases of this problem, including 
the maintenance of manpower and 
its efficient use. and James VV 
Pendry, acting district conserva 
tlonist and a member of the board 
declared that “war food goals as 
signed to the county can be reached 
only by increased yields per acre 
or animal.” 
Farm boys are deferred on the 
basis of having under their charge 
sufficient war units to permit them

One im p ortant p oint is to select 
a mild, clear day for 
washing 
blankets, neither a very hot, very 
cold, nor a windy day . since ex ­ 
trem e tem p eratures and 
friction 
dam aie woolen blankets. 
The tub or washer should be 
filled with lukewarm water (95 to 
KKtP). H ot w ater is harm ful to del­ 
icate wool fibers, causing shrink­ 
age and fading. The w ater should 
be softened if ncces-iary . Use milk 
soap and have a 3 t« 4-inch stand­ 
ing suds. Le>« soap is required for 
washing cotton blankets than for 
washing woolen one. 
First Step—Shake Well 
First, shake tho blanket well to 
remove ex cess or loose dust, and 
wash only one blanket a t a time. 
If the binding Is very soiled, scntb 
gently with soft brush and thick 
suds. If washing In machine, do not 
run longer than 3 minutes, since 
p rolonged agitation causes woolen 
fibers to m at and harden, and may 
cause shrinkage.

Blankets Saved 
In ‘Step’ Method

HORTAGES, restrictions and re­ 
placement difficulties have cer­ 
tainly made many of us appreciate 
every single household item. Es­ 
pecially is this true of those pre­ 
cious fine wool blankets that are so 
light and yet so warm. 
Washing blankets is quite a job. 
but with care, there's no reason 
why even a beginner cannot make 
just as good a job of it as the vet­ 
eran housekeeper. 
One im portant point is to select 
a mild, clear day for 
washing 
blankets, neither a very hot, very 
cold, nor a windy day. since ex­ 
trem e tem peratures and 
friction 
damage woolen blankets. 
The tub or w asher should be 
filled with lukewarm w ater (95 to 
100F). H ot w ater Is harmful to del­ 
icate wool fibers, causing shrink­ 
age and fading. The w ater should 
be softened if necessary. Use milk 
soap and have a 3 to 4-Inch stand­ 
ing suds. Loss soap is required for 
washing cotton blankets than for 
washing woolen one. 
First Step—Shake Well 
First, shake the blanket well to 
remove excess or loose dust, and 
wash only one blanket a t a time. 
lf the binding is very soiled, scrub 
gently with soft brush and thick 
suds. If washing in machine, do not 
run longer than 3 minutes, since 
prolonged agitation causes woolen 
fibers to m at and harden, and may 
cause shrinkage.

'Fighting Has Just Begun’; 


Describes Services

home towns and their dream s and 
their fears and then sometimes 
some of those boys don't come 
back. 
“I saw one of those brave Red 
Cross girls serving coffee with tears 
stream ing down her face into the 
cup. One of her pals hadn’t come 
back. They aren’t supposed to fall 
in love,” he said, ‘‘but they do.” 
His eight m onths in North Af- 
rior. weighted every word with a 
significance which touched his au­ 
dience as he described the loneli­ 
ness that is eased each moment of 
the day and night by the Red Cross 
girls, their "cokes", their American 
slang and the comforts of the serv­ 
ice clubs. 
He told his hearers of seeing 
seven pints of Red Cross blood 
plasma, donated by civilians at 
home, pumped 
into 
a 
wounded 
American from the hell of Salerno. 
This boy, he said, had been “so 
far gone” they hardly thought it 
worth while to put him on the 
crude operating table. Some hours 
sifter receiving the plasma, he was 
sitting up and asking for a cigaret. 
“That tremendous organization, 
which runs a huge string of movies, 
restaurants, clubs, hotels, hospitals 
and service clubs, belongs to you,” 
the speaker said. 
“The money you give isn’t to the 
Red Cross—it’s to your own men. 
The Red Cross merely takes it with 
one hand and, with the other, gives 
it to your husband, son or brother.” 
Mr. Windrow said. 
He recounted story after story 
of the heart-breaking 
loneliness 
that engulfs soldiers who realize, 
sleeping in a ralnsoaked tent in 
clothes which haven't been washed 
tor weeks, how far away from 
home they are. 
“It is the job of the Red Cross,” 
he said, “backed by the people at 
home to ease this pain, as well 
ae the bodily pain of the wounded 
soldier.”

'V Eolation, the Japs do not wav e 
the big stick in Burma. Time, dis­ 
tance, climate and terrain difficul­ 
ties do. 
There has been much talk ov er 
the opening of a huge driv e in 
Burma. WHien Lord Mountbatten, 
dashing 
young 
amphibious 
and 
Commando expert, was giv en the 
southeast Asia command, observ ­ 
ers leaned back and said: “'Now 
it comes.” 
But it didn’t. Why? 
Simply because the Burma com­ 
mand needs more of ev erything 
that is necessary to carry on a 
full scale driv e with a minimum 
loss of liv es. 
American and British military 
observ ers in Washington say more 
merchant shipping and warships, 
planes, many more assault boats, 
big weapons, adequate communi­ 
cations 
and other supplies are 
needed. 
They agree Burma hasn’t the 
goods and probably won’t hav e 
them until after the inv asion of 
western Europe. 
Hitler Comes First 
These same observ ers point out 
that the southeast Asia command 
« is a part of the combined Allied 
- strategy and that Allied strategy 
now is aime^ at hitting Hitler and 
back ing the Japs into their own 
corners. 
Too, with the exception of China, 
the Burma theater is our farther­ 
most outpost, and with the short 
age of merchant tonnage, it is diffi­ 
cult to ship much equipment that 
distance. 
The Allies do hav e the man 
power. In India Is an army of 
2,000,000 reinforced by American, 
British and Chinese forces. At this 
time, manpower is not considered 
expendable. 
• 
AH that is needed to carry out 
the immense task of a driv e must 
be at hand, for once full scale 
operations are effected, climatic 
and terrain obstacles of the most

difficult nature will be met. 
It rains in Burma from mid- 
April until October. This is the 
monsoon season when the clouds 
leak three to four Inches a day. 
When the rain steps there are 
almost impenetrable jungles, rug­ 
ged 
mountains, 
marshes 
a nd 
swamps, few roads and not liiany 
more trails. The v ery nature of the 
country demands heav y supplies 
and extensiv e communications. 
Yet there are definite reasons 
for a full scale driv e on Burma. 


The Allies want to occupy as many 
Jap troops as possible. They desire 
a direct tieup with Chinese forces. 
The Burma road must be retak en 
to get supplies to China. 
Also, the .\llies wish to sev er 
Jap lines to Malaya and southward 
and, in general, push the enemy 
back elsewhere. 
This Is 
being done today in 
fierce small scale operations. There 
is stiff fighting for the port of 
Ak yab, where airfields are located 
which would be of v alue In subse­ 
quent operations. 
hi northern Burma. American- 
trained Chinese troops fight to 
protect the Ledo road, built as a 
limited substitute of the Burma 
road, to link India with Burma. 
Air operations 
are 
fairly ex 
tensiv e, hav ing increased the last 
few months. They run on a dally 
schedule to bomb Japanese rail- 
! roads, bridges, riv er shipping in 
the Irawaddy v alley, and to blast 


I Jap concentrations and Industries 
at Bangk ok and shipping on the 
southeast China coast. 
Today’s operations are nettle- 
some feelers probing the enemy 
and k eeping him on the Jump. 
Tomorrow’s driv e will be a v ise­ 
lik e rlincher which the Allied com 
mand expects will squeeze the Japs 
right back onto their own tight, 
little island home.

i-i WASHINGTON—If It is any con-

solation, the Japs do not wave 
the big stick in Burma. Time, dis­ 
tance. climate and terrain difficul 
ties do. 
There has been much talk over 
the opening of a huge drive in 
Burma. When Lord Mountbatten, 
dashing 
young 
amphibious 
and 
Commando expert, was given the 
southeast Asia command, observ­ 
ers leaned back and said: “Now 
it comes.” 
But it didn’t. Why? 
Simply because the Burma com­ 
mand needs more of everything 
that is necessary to carry on a 
full scale drive with a minimum 
loss of lives. 
American and British military 
observers in W ashington say more 
m erchant shipping and warships, 
planes, many more assault boats, 
big weapons, adequate communi­ 
cations 
and 
other 
supplies 
are 
needed. 
They agree Burma hasn’t the 
goods and 
probably won’t have 
them until after the invasion of 
western Europe. 
Hitler Comes First 
These same observers point out 
that the southeast Asia command 
is a part of the combined Allied 
strategy and that Allied strategy 
now is aime^ at hitting H itler and 
backing the Japs into their own 
corners. 
Too, with the exception of China, 
the Burma theater is our farther­ 
most outpost, and with the short­ 
age of m erchant tonnage, it is diffi­ 
cult to ship much equipment that 
distance. 
The Allies do have the man­ 
power. In India is an arm y of 
2,000,000 reinforced by American, 
British and Chinese forces. At this 
time, manpower is not considered 
expendable.

All that is needed to carry out 
the immense task of a drive must 
be at hand, for once full scale 
operations are effected, climatic

difficult nature will be met. 
It rains in Burma from mid- 
April until October. This is the 
monsoon season when the clouds 
leak three to four inches a day.

swamps, few roads and not ihany 
more trails. The very nature of the 
country demands heavy supplies 
and extensive communications. 
Yet there are definite reasons 
for a full scale drive on Burma. 


i The Allies want to occupy as many 
Jap troops as possible. They desire 
a direct tieup with Chinese forces. 
The Burma road m ust be retaken 
to get supplies to China. 
Also, the Allies wish to sever 
Jap lines to Malaya and southward 
and. in general, push the enemy 
back elsewhere. 
This is 
being done today in 
fierce small scale operations. There 
is stiff fighting for the port of 
i Akyab, where airfields are located 
which would be of value in subs* 
quent operations. 
In northern Burma. American- 
trained Chinese 
troops fight to 
protect the Ledo road, built as a 
limited substitute of the Burma 
road, to link India with Burma. 
A ir operations 
are 
fairly 
ex­ 
tensive, having increased the last 
few months. They run on a daily 
schedule to bomb Japanese rail­ 
roads, bridges, river shipping in 
the Irawaddy valley, and to blast 
Jap concentrations and industries 
at Bangkok and shipping on the 
southeast China coast. 
Today’s operations are nettle­ 
some feelers probing the enemy 
and keeping him on the jump. 
Tomorrow’s drive will be a vise­ 
like clincher which the Allied com­ 
mand expects will squeeze the Japs 
right back onto their own tight, 
little island home.
